The American Social Hygiene Asso- 
ciation and the National Congress of 
Parents and Teachers have initiated 
a pilot project aimed at promoting 
family life education in the United 
States, it was announced jointly by 
Conrad Van Hyning, executive direc- 
tor of the American Social Hygiene 
Association, and Mrs. James C. 
Parker, of Grand Rapids, Mich., pres- 
ident of the National Congress of Par- 
ents and Teachers. 

Initial step in a long-range pro- 
gram, the project will be undertaken 
in Arizona, Nevada, New Mexico and 
Utah, with plans calling for local com- 
munity demonstration projects as well 
as state-wide family life education 
activities. It is an outgrowth of dis- 
cussions which took place during the 
past year between officials of the two 
organizations, both of which have long 
maintained an interest in developing

better family life education programs. 

The American Social Hygiene Asso- 
ciation, with the aid of foundation 
funds, began’ establishing regional 
projects in family life education in 
1953. Since then, ASHA has devel- 
oped four projects involving nineteen 
states and the District of Columbia 
which Mr. Van Hyning stated have 
“substantially increased school, college 
and community programs and activi- 
ties in this vital field of education.” 
He said that the Association has also 
produced resource materials which 
are being used both in this country 
and by several foreign nations. 

He added that “this merger of in- 
terest with the more than 11,500,000 
members of the National Congress of 
Parents and Teachers was an exciting 
step in bettering family life educa- 
tion programs.

PRESIDENT CALLS FOR “OUT- 

STANDING SUCCESS” IN 1959 

FEDERAL SERVICE OVERSEAS 

DRIVE 

President Eisenhower, in his offi- 
cial endorsement of the Fourth Fed- 
eral Service Overseas Fund Campaign, 
has asked all overseas military per- 
and Federal employees _ to 
make the drive ‘an outstanding suc- 
cess.” 

The appeal, which be con- 
ducted on a world-wide basis in Sep- 
tember and October, 1959, is a single 
solicitation for eight voluntary U.S. 
agencies which have special American 
welfare concerns abroad. The Amer- 
ican Social Hygiene Association is 
one of these agencies. 

In his White House message, the 
President said: “In the fall of 1959 
Federal employees and military per- 
sonnel serving abroad will have an 
opportunity to support the Federal 
Service Overseas Fund Campaign. For 
the fourth year the Campaign will 
seek your help in carrying on the 
work of the United Service Organiza- 
tions; Crusade for Freedom; CARE; 
National Recreation Association; In- 
ternational Social Service; United 
Seaman’s Service; American Social 
Hygiene Association; and American- 
Korean Foundation. 

“The breadth and variety of the 
services rendered by these eight 
agencies are further proof that Amer- 
icans have a common concern for the 
needs of their fellowmen, and this 
concern is expressed in terms of indi- 
vidual responsibility.” 

The 1959 Federal Service Overseas 
Fund Campaign will be led by the 
Honorable Hugh M. Milton, II, Under 
Secretary of the Army. 

In his official message to all U.S. 
personnel overseas, Under Secretary 
Milton emphasized that record con- 
tributions in previous overseas cam- 
paigns have resulted in greatly ex- 
panded programs and services by the 
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“Helping Young People Develop 
Values” was the topic of the keynote

ant, at the Georgia State Conference 
of Homemaking Teachers 

The Conference, which was attended 
by about 300 teachers, was held at 
the Georgia State Future Farmers of 
America-Future Homemakers’ Camp 
in Covington, Ga., on August 14. 

She also attended the Conference 
and Annual Meeting of the National 
Council on Family Relations at Iowa 
State University in Ames, Iowa, Au- 
gust 17 through 21. 

While there, Mrs. Force served as 
a leader for several discussion groups; 
as a resource consultant for a session 
on Community Programs, chaired by 
Esther E. Prevey, Ph.D., Director of 
Family Life Education of the Kansas 
City Public Schools; and assumed 
duties as the incoming chairman of 
the 1960 High School section, and as 
newly appointed associate editor of 
“Marriage and Family Living.” 

At the invitation of Mr. Philip 
Rognlie, faculty member of Fargo 
Central High School and Chairman 
of the Annual Public School Work- 
shop, Mrs. Force keynoted the event 
held in Fargo, N. D., on September 2. 
Her topic was “‘Today’s Teachers Are 
Teaching Tomorrow’s Parents.” Mrs. 
Force suggested that teachers keep in 
mind that the family life of each pupil 
is different. She said that each young- 
ster “takes his family to school with 
him,” and that teachers can and should 
help to strengthen the family life of 
these students 

Mrs. Force also addressed the Fargo 
Rotary at their weekly luncheon, and 
appeared on a television interview 

On September 29, Mrs. Force con- 
ducted a discussion group of delegates 
at a conference sponsored by the New 
York State Charities Aid Association.

At West Point she stressed the im 
portance of “communication between 
‘enerations,” pointing out that adults 
have somewhat lost the convictions 
they once had about values and about 
themselves and this reflects in the 
anxiety and uncertainty of young 
people She said that since these 
young people are less rigid in their 
view of the life they are to lead, and 
more accessible and flexible, that we 
ought to stress their responsibility in 
helping to meet this problem 

“This must be met by adult efforts,” 
she said: “by offering young people 
preparation for their adult life in the 
“Family life education,” 
she continued, “will help students 
prepare for their complex roles as 
tomorrow’s parents.”
